They will also try to get all 
the farmers to take an 
official agri­ 
cultural paper.

The railroad officials of several im­ 
portant. trunk lines have promised to

Bulletins on wheat conditions will 
be issued during the autumn, which 
v ill be of great benefit to the farm­ 
ing interests.

At the close of a short session the 
directors of the Missouri state fair 
board, who arc also on the agricul­ 
tural board, met with the members of 
the executive committee of th? Seda­ 
lia Boosters’ club. 
The object of the 
joint meeting was for the purpose of 
discussing m eins and methods of se­ 
curing 
a 
much greater attendance 
during the coming exhibition. 
During the session talks were made 
by President S. E. Sjiencer, of the 
Boosters, together with Prof. S. M. 
Jordan, Attorney James T. Montgom­ 
ery, F. W. Hixson, cashier of the Se­ 
dalia National bank; C. C. Evans, of 
the Sedalia rt rust company; C. W. 
Flower and H. W. Harris, of the Third 
National bank. 
During the fair board meeting a 
move was started to secure an exhibit 
for the coming fair of methods and 
t 
means of prevention of disease in the 
human family, and back of this is the 
State Medical society. 
It is expected that the state board of 
health will co operate, and make this 
exhibit one mat will be well worth 
visiting during the fair. 
The visit of the fair board to the 
grunds resulted in the planning of 
several improvements about the build­ 
ings and grounds before the opening 
of the 1912 exhibition

Sold to Sedalia Milling Co. for Ninety 
Cents a Bushel. 


Charles Turner, one of Pettis coun­ 
ty’s well known farmers, who resides 
about three miles west of the city, 
has during the past several days mar­ 
keted 
about 
3,600 
bushels of his 
wheat crop, which was sold to the 
Sedalia Milling company for 90 cents 
per bushel. 
The grain was of ex- 
ceptionaHy fine quality and (tested 
from 61 to 61 pounds per bushel. 
Mr. Turner had about 145 acres of 
the wheat crop, which averaged a lit­ 
tle better than 26 bushels to the acre, 
and a small field of the grain of about 
eleven acres near his residence aver­ 
aged almost forty bushels per acre, 
which is one 
the heaviest yields of 
grain of any of the crops that have 
thus far been threshed out tor the 
m arket 
v 
In all Mr. Turner had about 3,800 
bushels of wheat, reserving for him­ 
self about 200 bushels for seed.

and be was ready to prove it.

least it is insisted that through strict 
sanitary regulations and persevering 
swatting, the little flying pests have 
been partially exterminated. 
The sanitary officers are nor back*! 
ward in adm itíing that the reducing 
of the number of flies is due to them. ’ 
This spring they have cleaned up the j 
city alleys, she wagons have hauled | 
awray all the tin cans and trash, so j 
the flies, not having the usual feeding , 
grounds, have starved to death. 
Then came the fly swatting fever j 
ordered by Dr. Crumbine, of the state J 
board of health. 
Dr. Crumbine’s ef- \ 
forts were enough to keep down the j 
w inged insect invasion. 
But no head- ¡ 
way could be made w’hen the city’s j 
alleys 
were 
furnishing playgrounds , 
for th« flylets. 
j 
In speaking of the 
swatter 
one > 
health official said: 
"Have you noticed the amount of . 
fly swatters that are being sold? They ¡ 
are becoming a household necessity I 
and are as important as soap. 
It is 
no uncommon sight to see a man I 
reading, holding his book in one hand , 
and a fly swatter in the other. 
All j 
this change was brought about be- ! 
cause the people have been educated 
to the dangers of these little pests. 
“I am told that England conducted 
such a thorough camnaign against the 
flies that there is not one on the 
w’hole island. 
If England can get rid 
of all of them, then 
w*e 
can 
kill 
enough to discourage the rest from 
living. 
My only advice is to keep on 
swatting and improve conditions so ! 
ihe flies will not want to live here.” i

INVITE TRAVELING MEN

That is not the amount of the en­ 
tire bill contracted by the defendant 
in the suit, but merely the balance on 
account, all credits 
and 
payments 
made being deducted, and it would 
be hard to estimate the amount of 
liquor that has been handled, as no 
record of the payments made was in­ 
cluded in the action. 
Whether such a. bill can be collect­ 
ed in Kansas appears to be a matter 
of dispute among attorneys here. For 
prohibition Kansas a bill of this mag­ 
nitude is “going some,” and when it 
comes to the ears of Governor Stubbs 
some one will be delegated to the 
| task of finding what disposition was 
made of this amount of beer. 
The petition filed in the case al­ 
leges that Mr. Perello has been a cus­ 
tomer of the Kansas City Brewing 
company for a number of years past, 
and that he has been running an open 
account there, on which payments 
have been made from time to time. 
The bill on which suit w'as filed is dat­ 
ed from December 21, 1907, to March 
1. 1912. and interest also is asked on 
the total amount from the latter date. 
At no place Ms it alleged in the pe­ 
tition that it w’as beer that was pur­ 
chased by Mr. Perello, but as that is 
the only merchandise dealt in by the 
Kansas City Brewing company it is a 
safe assertion that it was beer that 
was purchased. 
The suit was filed by Attorneys R. 
J. Ingraham and A. H. Morse, Qf Kan­ 
sas City, and will probably be tried at 
the next term of the federal court. 


HAD MADE CHAR6ES OF 6RAFT 


Today He Was to Have Appeared Be< 
fore the Grand Jury— Called From 
Hotel by Five Men and Killed 
Early This Morning.

charges of grafting and oppression 
and collusion with gamblers against 
the police and he was to have made 
further statements to the district at­ 
torney and a grand jury to have in­ 
vestigated his charges today. 
Three hours after the murder Louis 
Libby was arrested as one of the mur­ 
derers, and the car believed to have 
been used has been found. 
One witness of the killing says th at 
at least one of the five 
men 
who 
called Rosenthal from the hotel and 
fired five shots into his head on the 
sidewalk was a policeman. 
The widow' of Rosenthal said th a t 
her husband went to the hotel to con­ 
fer with men, one of whom was a po­ 
lice official, whom she named.

had a premonition that 
a 
tragedy 
would result if he kept the appoint­ 
ment.

Chicago, July 16.—A statement is­ 
sued last night by O. S. Fustia, pas­ 
senger traffic manager of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad com­ 
pany, fixes the responsibility for the 
wreck at Western Springs, in which 
thirteen Jives were lost and a score 
injured, on ^ohn Woodruff, fiugman 
of train No. 2, and George Browuson, 
engineer of No. 8, who was killed in 
the accident. 
This conclusion was reached as a 
result of the investigation held at 
Aurora by railroad officials. 
Flagman Woodruff is charged with 
having neglected to properly protect 
the rear end of his train when it 
stopped, while Engineer Brownson is 
accused of having contributed to the 
accident by running the block signal 
at Western Springs, w hen it was set 
for him to stop. 
Twelve of the thirteen victims of 
the accident have been identified. 
The last two bodies identified were 
those of Mrs. Clarke Sheldon Potter, 
of Jackson, Mich., and her daughter, 
who were returning home from a visit 
with friends at Fort Collins, Colo. 
The identification was made by Mr. 
Potter last night. 
Both bodies were 
burned, and until 
Potter 
examined 
their suit cases he was uncertain of 
the identifica» :ons. 
When Dr. Frank Hart, of Canton, 
Ohio, claimed the body of his wife 
he declared that three large dia­ 
monds, a large sum of money and two 
suit cases and a hand bag which she 
carried 
were 
missing. 
The r*>lice 
still are searching for the persons 
who are said to have robbed the dead 
after the wre.^k. 
J. E. Jones, of Danville, 111., an at­ 
torney representing the United States 
interstate commerce commission, vis­ 
ited the scene of the wreck and work­ 
ed in connection with the state rail­ 
road and warehouse commission offi­ 
cials in investigating the cause of 
the accident.

The federal government is taking 
an active part in the investigation 
and it was reported several arrests 
may follow' the completion of «he in­ 
vestigation.
